Along with a new build- 
ing to celebrate, the OPP 
have announced the adop- 
tion of a new name to re- 
flect the newly amalga- 
mated municipalitics The 
Quinte/Madoc’ OPP will 
now be known as the Cen- 
tre Hastings Detachment

In the past few years, a 
virulent strain of the dan- 
gyerous E. coli bacteria 
(E.coli 0157:H7) has been 
found in sweet apple cider 
E.Coli 0157:H7 can cause 
scrious illness especially in 
the soung. elderly or those 
with weakened immunc 
svstems Excnif the amount 
of. cider consumed 1s small. 


only a few cells of E. cols 
0157: H7 can cause symp- 
toms 


The bacteria are found 
in several sources but most 
notably in animal manure,

and the types of cancer.” 
explained Fleming. 

It was estimated that 
roughly 80 percent of life- 
time exposure to arsenic in 
Deloro is from the normal 
Ontario “food basket” as 
compared to roughly 4 per- 
cent for soil and indoor dust 
combined. The combined 
risk from soil, indoor dust 
and home garden produce 
is 1/10th that of the regular 
Ontario **food basket’ . lt 
was found that the risk level 
for each of the soil and in- 
door dust, and backyard 
vegctable pathways were in 
the range which was con- 
sidered negligible. Further- 
more. the epidemiological 
review of cancer incidence 
and mortality data in Deloro 
and surrounding areas 
found for the cancers stud- 
ied. no incidence or mortal- 
ity rate was high enough to 
warrant more detailed 
analvsis of the statistics. 

Although findings did 
show that there were el- 
evated levels of arsenic, 
cobalt and lead in soils and 
above-background levels of 
other contaminants includ- 
ing radon and gamma ra- 
diation in some areas of the 
village, Fleming maintained 
they were manageable.

Charcot-Maric-Tooth 
disease is a hereditary con- 
dition marked by slowls 
progressive muscle weak- 
ness in the feet, lower leg, 
hands and forearms, and a 
mild loss of sensation in 
limbs. fingers, and toes. The 
weakness results from, the 
degeneration of nerves that 
stimulate muscle rather than 
from a degenerative proc- 
ess in the muscle tissue it- 
self. 

The disorder, named for 
three physicians who first 
identified it in 1886. is. also 
known as peroncal muscu- 
lar atrophy because it pri- 
marily affects the peroncal 
muscles, which are located 
in the lower leg. There are 
now thought to be at least 
two types of the disease - 
hypertrophic and neuronal 
- that differ to some degree 
in severity 

The first symptoms of 
Charcot-Marie-Tooth dis- 
case are usually foot de- 
formitics (high arch and 
flexed toes) and difficulty 
in walking caused by these 
structural changes. Typi- 
cally. the knees have to be 
raised higher than !normal 
to liftthe feet off the ground 
There is also a tendency to 
sprain ankles and some dif- 
ficulty in maintaining bal- 
ance while standing 


There is no known cure 
for Charcot-Maric-Tooth 
disease, however, foot de- 
formities can be treated with 
carefully fitted shoes and 
proper foot care.

The main criteria for 
evaluating any bird decoy 
includes identifying the art- 
ist or carver and area of 
origin.

Continued from page | 
ments tied up and in agree- 
ment so they can get up and 
running. 

Though the initial plans 
had the project opening to 
the public by the summer of 
2000 Bredberg stated that 
date has been moved to the 
summer of 2001 so they 
have more time to do it **the 
way that it needs to be 
done.”” 

He also explained there 
have been some small 
changes to what will be on 
the site. “‘It looks as if we 
are going to be expanding 
our entertainment. It’s re- 
ally hard for me to say at 
this point in time (what those 
changes will be). Both of 
these groups out of Ohio 
have contacts and connec- 
tions in the entertainment 
industry. I do not know the 
specifics of that yet but be- 
cause of that we're likely 
going to be offering more 
entertainment. 1 just don’t 
know what form yet.”’ 

Discussions are continu- 
ing with the Ministry of 
Transportation concerning 
the anticipated increase in 
traffic through this area, in 
particular Highways 62 and 
7, and Bredberg stated plans 
have been changed in re- 
gards to highway access and 
there will be some more 
extensive modifications 
than were originally 
planned.

little frontier village will 
probably cover about six 
acres. The historic ridge

Initially, he said, 
they were able to get some 
of the smaller aspects of the 
project, like the office, 
spread out but as the financ- 
ing plan has grown and 
matured the start-up has 
been **melted into the whole 
package. ”’ ‘ 
Bredberg said the com- 
munity’s dut look on the 
project hasn’t seemed to 
change even with the de- 
lays.

Unit is urging all pet own- 
ers to ensure that their ani- 
mals are vaccinated follow- 
ing the confirmation of a 
new rabies virus in rac- 
coons 


The first identification of 


the racoon strain of the ra- 
bics virus in Canada wis 
made in the dead racoon 
found July 13 approxi- 
mately ten miles north of 
Prescott 

The Canadian Food In- 
spection Agency confirmed 
the positive identification 


‘of the mid-Atlantic racoon 


virus strain of rabies 

“Agencies have been 
working to track and pre- 
vent the spread of this tvpe 
of rabics for a number of 
years, savs Dr. Alex 
Hukowich, Medical Officer 
of Health for the Halibur- 
ton, Kawartha, Pine Ridge 
District Health Unit 

“it’s unfortunate that we 
now have a confirmed case 
here in Ontario but it means 
we must work even harder 
to prevent further spread,” 
Dr. Hukowich said 

“To help us do that, we 
are urging owners to ensure 
all of their pets are vacct- 
nated,”’ he said 

Under Ministry of Health 
regulations, vaccination of 
all animals is mandatory in 
this area. Experience with 
racoon rabies indicates it 1s 
transmitted mainly by rac- 
coons, but cross-species 
infection does occur, espe- 
cially with cats 

In New York State, ra- 
coon rabies increased the 
total number of rabid ani- 
mals per vear from approxt- 
mately 20 to 2,000 

Racoon rabics 1s a strain 
spread mainly by racoons 
it was first identifica in the 
1940s in Florida and has 
snowly moved northwards 
it has reached the Ontario/ 
New York border during 
the past few years 

ihe Ministry of Natural 
Resources has been using 


an oral bait method to suc- 
cessfully vaccinate fox but 
this may be difficult for rac- 
coons because ‘*e present 
oral bait vaccine has not 
been effective in raccoons 

While there has never 
been a case of human rabies 
due to the racoon rabies vi- 
rus strain, Dr. Hukowich 
savs the risk of human ex- 
posure to rabid raccoons is 
considered relatively high 
once the virus becomes ¢s- 
tablished in the racoon 
population 

There are approximately 
one million raceoons in ur- 
ban and rural Ontario and 
some people like to feed 
and handle raccoons. he 
adds 

Because there are so 
many raccoons and thes 
tend-to populate urban ar- 
eas more than rural areas, 
pets are more likely to come 
inte contact with an infected 
racoon than any other type 
of wildlife infected: with 
rabies, Dr. Hukowich savs 

Vaccinating pets is one 
of the most effective means 
of stopping the spread of 
disease, but Dr. Hukowich 
also cations residents to pro- 
tect themselves by avoid- 
ing any unfamiliar animals 


Other” preeautions sug- 
gested by the Health Unit 
metude 

avoiding anv contact 
with unfamiliar domesti- 
cated animals. It is espe- 
cially important to review 
this with children so they do 
not approach an‘ unfamiliar 
dog or cat

What distresses Steve are 
people selling their ducks 
as old wooden birds and not 
for the art form of historical 
importance they could be.

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Know how to 
Market your calves

Many people think that 
to sell your beef calves cach 
fall you simply load them in 
the truck and take them to 
the local sales barn and col- 
lect your check at the end of 
the process. Marketing of 
calves has evolved in the 
last few years and although 
local sales barns are still 
very much involved in the 
process, much more in- 
volvement of the calf pro- 
ducer is required in order to 
gct top dollar from the trans- 
action 

The marketing of calves 
involves providing the 
buyer with the type of prod- 
uct that is wanted. This 
process begins with the 
breeding program. It re- 
quires that the breed sclec- 


tion meet the necds of the © 


buyer. No longer is appear- 
ance of the calf the main 
consideration in the breed- 
ing program. Although col- 
seems to be important 
to many, it 1s actually the 
breed traits that eo along 
with some of the colours 
that are really important 
Growthiness, health staus, 
marbling, tenderness and 
lean meat yield are some of 
the qualities that the buyers 
of calves feel are economi- 
cally important for which 
they are willing to pay ex- 
tra 

Buyers want uniform 
calves to purchase in size- 
able lots. This means the 
cow calf producer needs to 
plan the breeding program 
to ensure calves are born in 
a relatively short time pe- 
riod so they are then ready 
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to scl at the same time 
After the calves are born, 
it is umportangto raise them 
to a marketable weight as 
quickly as possible and in a 
healthy condition, Supple- 
mentation of sclenium, V1- 
tamins A,D & E at birth is 
an important step to cnsurc 
a healthy start. Proper 
dchorning and castration 
methods need to be em- 
ploved at an carly age to 
ensure no undue stress on 
the calves. A preventative 
program for discase in- 
cludes proper vaccination 
at the appropriate time be- 
fore the calves are sold. All 
of these measures ensure 
that calves will be more 
desirable to the purchaser. 
As part of quality mar- 
keting, the Peterborough- 
Victoria Cattlemen's 
present a serics of calf and 
stocker sales again this fall 
The feature sale is the All 
Vaccinated Calf Sale on 
Wednesday, November 3 
at 10 a.m. at the Lindsay 
Community Sale Barm. The 
calves sold at this salc must 
be dehorned, castrated, vac- 
cinated and cartagged prop- 
erly to be cligible for inclu- 
sion in the sale. There are 
three other sponsored sales 
taking place on October 6, 
October 27 and November 
10. All take place at the 
Lindsay Community Sales 
Barn at 10 a.m. Although 
there is not a requirement 
for dchorning, castration 
and vaccination at these 
other sales, the vast ‘major- 
ity of calves sold in past 
sales have these procedures.
